Since the PDF enjoys the confidence of the masses 
and is carrying out a program for the amelioration of the conditions of the 
masses, PDF forces ere bidden to take heart in tha certainty that their cause 
is just ond will ultimately prevail. 


30 The pamphlet goes on to draw a comparison between events in China and in Burma, 
Thakin Nu and his governrent are likened to CHIANG Kai-shek and the Kuomintang 
which enjoyed a series of initial successes but were eventually overccme by the 
Communists; The task of the PDF is difficult; not only do they have to contend 
with fascist AntieFascist People's Freedom Leagua (AFPFL) forces, but elso with 
the forces of the reactionary Socialists (People’s Peace Guerrillas), Red Flags 
and Kerens are similarly bent on disrupting the revolutionary program of the PDF. 
Despite all these enomies and temporary setbacks, readers ara enjoinec to remember 
the successas of the Communists in China and to rest assured that the success
